EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: Page 3, Line 10: The word "a" 
before the word "an" should be deleted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Routing leads through inductive couplers is not new in the prior art of power line 
communications. The apparatus taught by Brown et al [U.S. 6,563,420] passes first 
and second conductors through a current transformer. However, the prior art does not 
teach an inductive coupler through which a coaxial power cable is routed wherein the 
power cable has a center conductor and outer conductor in conjunction with a lead 
being routed through the aperture wherein the lead connects the outer conductor to a 
termination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Brown [U.S. 5,949,327] provides an overhead balanced electrical distribution 
network. 

Lehnfiann et al [U.S. 6,255,935] relates to a simplified and cost-effective 
apparatus for injecting signals into electrical power lines. 

Wendt et al [U.S. 6,577,230] teaches a network for data and energy transfer.
